SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  — 
Resident  Johnson  stood  Thurs- 
ly  in  the  historic  Mormon  Tab- 
nacle,  where  the  late  President 
phn  F.  Kennedy  stood  a year 
:o  last  month,  and  said  “this 
casion  is  deeply  moving  and 
eaningful.” 

E.ARLIEK,  Johnson  met  with

ished  him  well.  He  also  attend- 
a reception  given,  by  local 
tsiness  leaders.

He  recalled  in  his  Tabernacle 
eech  that  President  Kennedy 
oke  there  in  September  13^3,  a 
onth  before  he  was  assassinat- 

None  could  know  when  he 
oke  here  how  tragically  short 


was  the  time’’  that  remained  for 
his  life  and  leadership  among  us 
but  all  who  knew  him  know  that 
you  gave  him  a gratifying  mom- 
ent which  brightened  his  life  to 
the  end. 

“PRESIDENT  KENNEDY  re- 
turned from  Salt  Lake  City 
knowing — as  he  had  not  known 
before — that  the  people  of  Amer- 
ica suppotted  his  efforts  to  make 
the  world  safer  for  all  mankind.” 

Johnson  looked  tired  but  happy 
during  his  Tabernacle  speech, 
which  was  interrupted  nine  times 
By  applause.  His  voice,  showing 
the  effects  of  the  long  campaign, 
was  husky,  at  times  rasping. 

HE  GOT  HIS  loudest  applause 
when  he  departed  from  his  pre- 
pared text  to  repeat  his  f&vorite 
reference  to  former  Soviet  Pre- 
mier Khrushchev’s  threat  to  bury 
capitalism. 

“We  intend  to  bury  no  one,” 
the  President  said,  “but  we  don’t 
intend  to  be  buried  either.” 

At  the  airport,  Johnson  sup- 
porters carrying  LBJ  signs 
waved  and  cheered  as  the  Presi- 
dent got  directly  into  the  Jet 
from  his  limousine.  It  was  just 
under  11  hours  after  his  arrival 
Wednesday  night.

Four  Striped  - Shirts . . . How  Cum’?

Prior  to  the  kickoffs  around 
the  country,  four  men,  distinctly 
clad  in  black  and  white  stripes, 
converge  at  the  fifty  yard  line 
. . . these  are  the  officials. 

AT  THEIR  elbows  hover  two 
other  creatures  resembling  men, 
but  obviously  much  larger.  Sud- 
denly all  heads  turn  skyward 
and  then  drop  as  something 
shiny  falls  in  their  midst. 

After  a brief  conference  among 
the  group,  signals  are  flashed  to 
someone  in  the  press  box  and 
the  game  is  underway. 

“JUST  WHO  are  these  little 
fellows  who  run  spasmodically 
throughout  the  game  yet  seem 
to  know  what  they  are  doing?” 

Let’s  focus  on  them,  one  at  a 
time  and  see  if  a closer  investi- 
gation might  not  clear  things  up. 


THE  RULER  supreme  on  the 
field  from  start  to  finish  is  the 
man  who  stands  behind  the  of- 
fensive backfield  and  who  totes 
the  whistle  that  carries  the  final 
authority.  He  is  the  referee,  and 
his  specific  duties  are  to  keep 
score,  to  decide  upon  forfeitures, 
and  his  judgment  is  final  over 
all  others. 

Opposite  the  referee  and  be- 
hind the  backfield  of  the  defen- 
sive team  is  the  umpire.  Under 
his  jurisdiction  is  the  equipment, 
and  he  also  watches  specifically 
the  conduct  of  the  players  and 
when  ap  infraction  occurs  it  is 
his  job  to  call  it. 

THE  HEAD  linesman  stands 
on  the  side  of  the  field  of  the 
down  markers  and  he  watches 
over  the  neutral  zone. 

The  neutral  zone  is  the  area 


between  the  two  foes  on  the  line 
of  scrimmage  in  which  the  ball 
is  placed. 

HIS  DUTY  is  to  call  ‘‘off  sides” 
whenever  one  team  or  both  ad- 
vance past  the  ball  before  it  is 
passed  from  the  center  to  the 
quarterback. 

Across  from  the  head  lines- 
man near  the  sidelines  opposite 
the  .down  marker  is  the  land  pa- 
trolled by  the  field  (or  back) 
judge. 

THE  FIELD  judge  is  the  offi- 
cial timer  and  he  watches  the 
downfield  play  beyond  the  um- 
pire. 

A red  arm  band  is  worn  by 
one  official  and  a green  or  yel- 
low arm  band  is  worn  by  an- 
other official  as  these  two  men 
must  be  notified  when  substitu- 
tions are  made.
